Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
information described in the related prior art, especially the article authored by Alibozek, entitled 
Smart Software Builds a Better Harness, the improvement comprising an apparatus and method 
for designing an interface member wiring support by calculating an interface member wiring 
shape on the basis of a plurality of fixing positions and modulus of deformation of an interface 
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member so as to satisfy the fixing positions, wherein the shape calculation is based on the forces 
acting at the plurality of fixing positions due to the interface member. This patentable distinction 
is included in each of the independent claims, nos. 1, 7, 13, 16, 19, 24, 26, 27, 28 and 31. The 
art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious the 
useful, concrete and tangible interface member wiring design support> having the 
corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and equivalents thereof at least at 
page 13, line 4 through page 44, line 5, and Figures 1-15. In view of the foregoing, the claims of 
the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art. 
3.1 Furthermore, the change made to claim 29 in the 312 amendment is not deemed to 
negatively affect the allowability of claim 29.
